ceedings brought against them by the 
court. 

Long before the time of calling court 
he chamber was filled with interested 
‘pectators, among whom were several wo- 
nen.

Attorney Alex New obKansas City ard 
fenator Bradley of Warrensburg appeared 
in court for Editor Shepherd and filed a 
motion to set aside the order the court 
made a few days aco, citing the two editors 
for contempt in publishing editorials con 
w the action of the court in reversing 

'@ Oglesby damage suit against the Mis- 
piri Pacific railway. 

‘The grounds upon which the court was 
eked to set aside the order were that it 
was regularly and improperly issued 
Attorney-General Crow, representing the 
eourt, said he was ready to argue the pro- 
ceeding immediately and that the respon- 
@entsa should be required by the court to 
file their reply to the order of the cvurt 
inatead of filing the motion to set aside the 
order. 

The court took a recese for a few min- 
utes to consult on the suggestion from 
the attorney-general. 


Editors Lost 
First Struggle. 


On return to the bench Chief Justice 
Robinson announced that the court had 
overruled the motion to set aside the or- 
der and that the respondents would be re. 
quired to file their returns to the order 
made by the court, whereupon the return 
was filed by Messrs. New and FPradley for 
Editor Sheppard. The return was in the 
nature of a demurrer to the petition filed 
by the attorney-general against Editors 
Bheppard and Cundiff. It admitted pub- 
lishing the editorial] in question, but denied 
that the members of the Supreme Court 
were in any way injured or their work 
Obstructed by'such publication. 

The petition also urged the constitutional 
provision in behalf of . free speech and 
trial by jury. 

Ths court then announced that arguments 
muuld be heard on the returns. This 
brought the case to argument on the de- 
mutirer to the petition. Mr. New asked 
the court for time in which to prepare 
arguments, but the court declined to grant 
the request, and the argument was opened 
by Mr. New: for the editors.

ROME, July 22.—The sacred college of 
cardinals met this morning to make plans 
for the conclave to elect a new Pope. 

It is believed that the conclave will open 
July 30 and that by Aug. 3 its lecision will 
have been made and the successor of Leo 
proclaimed. 

Politics in the college is at white heat. 

The partisans of the leading candidates 
for the papacy are plotting for their favor- 
ites and promises of high offices for votes 
are being freely exchanged. 

At present it is absolutely impossible to 
indicate whose chances are best 

Rampolla, Vannutelli, Gotti, Svampa and 
Oreglia are the leading candidates, but 
they may be eliminated before the conclave 
meets. 


Usually Unmentioned 
Cardinal Is Chosen. 


The history of the papacy shows that it 
usually falls to one not mentioned in con- 
nection with it until the voting begins.

QUEEN'S ROYAL HOTEL, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Ont., July 22.—Dantel J. Kelley, 
acknowldged legislative agent of the baking 
powder trust and erstwhile bosom friend 
of John A. Lee, lately lieutenant-governor 
of Missouri, has cut Lee's acquaintance. 

Apparently the only relic of his intimate 
association with Lee which Keliey now 
prizes is the bulky file of letters, carefully 
guarded in an tron safe, in which the late 
official describes his plans and aspirations, 
all entering on his candidacy for governor, 
and branching out into the frankest avow- 
als of boodling. 

Kelley prizes the letters, not because 
they are from his old friend Lee, but be- 
caugé he expects, by their use, to impair 
Lee's testimony in the cases against Sen- 
ators Farris, Matthews and Smith, the 
tirst-named of whom will bet ried at Jef- 
ferson City July 27. 

The three senators are Kelley's friends. 

Kelley declares the letters will incrim- 
inate Lee to such an extent as to make 
his testimony worthless, if they do not 
prevent him from testifying altogether. 

With his own trial on a charge of bri- 


Kelley, who was indicted on his testimony, 
to leave the United States. 

Third, that in a letter to Kelley 
over bis own signature, Lee confesses that 
he perjured himself. 

Fourth, that when he was excused by the 
Cole County grandjury, April 8 he went te 
Kansas City with the avowed intention of 
demanding from Col. Willlam H. Phelps 
$100,000 to leave the country, so as not te 
appear as a witnese in the bribery cases.

About March 20 the Post-Dispatch printed 
a special from its correspondent at Jef- 
ferson City, outlining the nature of the 
quarrel between Senator Farris and the 
senate president. This worried Lee great- 
ly, and he sent the clipping with com- 
ments to Kelley also. 

In this letter he asks: 

Under date of March 31. 1903, with a 
letterhead of the governor's office, Lee 
wrote to the baking powder represen- 
tatives as follows: 

“My Friend: How about the Post-Dis- 
patch and pulling it off? Unless this is 
done I fear my chances for the governor- 
ship are ruined. 


“They had one or two abominable intl- 
mations in their columns.

Through all his correspondence Lee 
tossed many bouquets at Kelley, but usual- 
ly wound up with the statement: ‘‘Busi- 
ness is business, and you know what I 
want.”"”

“I do not know what it will cost,”’ wrote 
Les, but have had conference with, certain 
experts here, and they hold that it should 
be stopped in the House the next time, 
and it will cost, including all contingencies, 
about 15,000.

Aug. 20, 1901, Lee again besieged Kelley, 
the latter says, in a wheat speculation, 
this time asking him to buy 500,000 bushels 
of May wheat, and declaring there was 
beund to be an advance from 78 cents to 
$1.25 a bushel. At the same time, he de- 
clared, it would take $15,000 to elect him 
governor. 

Now and then Lee broached outside deals 
to Kelley, the latter avers, and one occa- 
sion wrote, ‘“‘Would you tacklé tobacco and 
Sugar for a campaign fund. Would you 
0 yourself or send a friend?’’ 

When the former leutenant-governor 
went to Jefferson City on April 6 and told 
Attorney-General Crow that Kelley at- 
tempted to bribe him with the $1000 check, 
which is alleged to have been given to his 
brother, Bob, he wired Kelley, the latter 
says, to leave New York as follows:

gested to D. J. Kelley, agent of the Bak- 


ing Powder Trust, whose lobby work Lee 
was doing in the legislature, that it would 
be well to “plug’’ the Post-Dispatch, a 
unless the Post-Dispatch could be induced 
to stop attacking his acts in behalf of the 
lobby, his chances for the governorship 
would be ruined. 

The followihg are excerpts from the 
letters published by the Post-Dispatch to- 
day, comtaining the suggestion of Lee to 
Kelley that the Post-Dispatch be pulled 
off by offering it ‘‘a chunk of business."’ 

“Don’t fail to try to plug the Post-Dis- 
patch man, but be careful. Why not cive 
the paper a good chunk of business? May 
be that would stop it. 

“Uniesa you do it, I am out of the race 


for governor. How would it do for me to 
xo to them and try to make friends after 
you have acted? 

Kelley failed to notice this warning and 
under date of March 31, 1903, on a letter- 
head of the governor's office, Lee wrote 
the baking powder representative as fol- 
lows: 


March 31, 1908. 


“My Friend: 

“How about the Post-Dispatch and 
pulling it offf Unleskh this can be done, 
I fear my chances for the governorship 
are ruined. 

“They had one or two abominable items 
im their columns. It must, however, be 
done carefally and cautiously. I guess 
they are susceptible to business, and I 
am inclined te think that your with- 
drawal from them was what put them 
onto Stene. [I am still here, mending 
matters, sending out a report of the laws. 
Wire me here as soon as you receive 
this, as I will leave about Sunday for 
home, so as toe attend about P.-D. mat- 
ters.” 

“I am inclined to think,’’ wrote Lee, 
‘that your withdrawal from them was 
what put them onto Stone.” 

The Post-Dispatch’s exposure of Stone's 
record as a lobbyist began on Nov. 30, 1902. 
The first article, in which it was char«ed 
that Stone had acted as legislative aguint 
of the Baking Powder Trust, was pub- 
lished on Dec. 2, 1902. In that article it was 
charged that he had labored in conjunc- 
tion with D. J. Kelley, the representative 
of the trust at Jefferson City, who posed 
as the president of the New York Public 
Health Society, and that Gov. Stone 
claimed to be a representative of the Pub- 
lic Health Society of Missouri. 

The Post-Dispatch charged that it was 
a sham society, practically without mem- 
bership, having headquarters in ex-Cov. 
Stone's office. It charged that he had done 
surreptitious legislative work for the trust. 
This charge was frequently repeated con- 
cerning ex-Gov. Stone’s work as a lobbyist 
until his election as senator by the legisi.- 
ture of this year. 

At the time that the Post-Dispatch ex- 
posed Gov. Stone's work in the lobby for 
the Baking Powder Trust and exposed the 
lobby deal by which the baking powder 
bill was kept in the atatute books of M's- 
souri, the Popt-Diespatch hed in the office 
on file a contract dated Sept. 13, 1902, from 
the Royal Baking Powder Co. for advertis- 
ing for the following year, 1903, at regular 
rates. 

It was unnecessary for ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor Lee to suggest that Kelley give 
the Post-Dispatch ‘a chunk of business,” 
because the order for the business from 
the Royal Baking Powder Cp., amounting 
to about $2400 a year, was on the books in 
the office at the time the Post-Dispatch ex- 
posed ex-Gov. Stone's record and the lobby 
desl of D. J. Kelley, the trust representa- 
tive. 

After the Post-Dispatch had commenced 
that work of exposure, on Dec. 18, 1993, 
our New York advertising agency sent to 
the Post-Dispatch excerpts from a letter 
addressed to them from the Royal Baking 
Powder Co. The excerpts were az follows: 

“Gan you account for the gross attack 
which is intended to apply to this com- 
pany in the recent flaming editorials of 
the Post-Dispateh? If the editors of the 
Post-Dispatch want to attack any particu- 
lar politician, they need not do ' over 
our. shoulders. Their assertions in these 
editorials, so far as they are intended to 
apply to thie company, are wickedly un- 
just and grossly false. These publications 
are the most marvelous performances that 
we have seen in any newspaper during the 
year. If they were not inspired and paid 
for by the alum baking powder go»g of 
St. Louis they are directly in the interest 
of those people who could have afforded

Jury in the Big Murder Trial ‘at 

' Union, Mo., Decides That Collins 
Killed Schumacher and Assesses the 
Extreme Penalty as Punishment. 


HE WILL BE BROUGHT 
BACK TO JAIL IN ST. LOUIS 


His Attorneys Will Endeavor to Save, 


Him From the Gallows by Appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Court, Assert- 
ing That Instructions for Second 


Degree Murder Should Have Been 


Given.

UNION, Mo., July 22.—The attorneys of 
George Collins, alias Fred Lewis, will en- 
deavor to save him from the hangman's 
noose by an appeal to the supreme court. 

He was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree after the jury had been out 
three hours. The jury's verdict was read 
at 7:30 o'clock Tuesday evening. 

Only three ballots were taken before 
the verdict was reached. The verdict was 
unanimous At no time was there a vote 
for acquittal. The two previous ballots 
were not decistve, because some of the 
jurors were not ready to vote. 

The crowd that has been in attendance 
at the trial did not leave the courthouse 
after the final arguments had been made 
and the jury had retired, but waited around 
to learn the fate of the cool young man 
who was charged with the murder of De- 
tective Charlies J. Shumacher near Stan- 
ton, Mo., six months ago. 

One of the main pleas of Collins’ attor- 
nevs will be that instructions for murder 
in the second degree, as weil as the first, 
should have been given to the jury by 
Judge Davidson. 


Will Collins 
Trv to Escape? 


As #00n as it was known that the jury 
had agreed the court room was crowded. 
The prisoner, accompanied by a double 
guard, was brought into the room. 

Any nervousness on the part of Collins 
was not observable. The constant levity 
that has marred the trial was entirely 
ubsent. Few of the women who had at- 
tended the sessions so faithfully were pres- 
ent. 

The chief difference in the appearance 
of Collins was the sneer that had replaced 
the smile on his open features. He ex- 
pected the verdict and knew when he was 
taken from the jail that acquittal was im- 
posssible. 

The verdict was red by Judge Davidson. 
It was as follows: 

“We, the Jury. find the defendant, George 
Colling, allas Fred Lewis, guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree, as charged in the 
information." 

the jury wae polled after the 
Collins watched each man closely. 

When he wus taken back to fail the 
crowd folowed him to the jail door. 

Collins will be kept in Uniton until the 
necessary steps for an appeal have been 
taken. It is expected that they will be 
concluded today or tomorrow. 

Sheriff Bruch says he will then hurry 
the prisoner to St. Louls as soon as he 
can get the order from Judge Davideon. 
The strong guard that has been maintained 
while Collins has been ia Union will be 
continued.

ng me.”

His sentences as he talked could not 
be heard completely, but he was telling 
what each one gaid, imitating the man- 
ner. When the time came in tne program 
for a song he would sing it In this way 
he sang “‘Come to Jesus’ to a popular air 
and one or two other songs before the 
ae concluded that the crowd had better 
retire.

Two World's Fair Work- 
men.

Pair Who Worked When Others Quit 
Received Severe Beating, and One 
Is in Danger of Death. 


The police of the mounted district are 
trying to learn the identity of at least 
the leaders of the 800 men who, in a 
one-sided battle at the Machinery build- 
ing on the World's Fair site Tuesday 
afternoon beat Joseph D. Meyer and Mi- 
cheel Sheehan. Meyer is at the Protest- 
ant Hospital with a fracture of the skull 
which may cause death, and Sheehan is 
at his boarding place on the Fair 
Grounds, badly bruised. 

The two men were employed by the 
Westinghouse Electrical Co. in install- 
ing a huge elevated track to carry the 
massive electrical cranes which the 
company will place in Machinery build- 
ing 

A walkout of union men was ordered 
Tuesday afternoon because the Westing- 
house work was being done by nonunion 
labor. The order was obeyed by about 
120 of the men. Meyer and Sheehan con- 
tinued at work. According to F. W. Ut- 
ter, an electrician who is named by the 
police os a witness, a crowd of 200 or 
300 men from all parts of the grounds 
rushed into Machinery building soon af- 
terwurd, and one who was particularly 
large and strong declared to Meyer: 

“Jack, I believe I can lick you.” 

With that. according to Utter, he 
knocked Meyer down, and as many as 
could do so began to beat the two men. 
Meyer and Sheehan finally broke from 
the crowd, and escaped through a volley 
of stones, pieces of staff and clubs into 
a pit where staff workers were at work. 

Policemen, summoned by a riot call, 
drove the cruwd, away. Then they re- 
purted that they could not learn the 
names of any of the men who took 
part in the assault, ag the excitement 
was fo great that none of the witnesses 
could talk intelligently. —

Strong markets during the early hours 
of the day were developed and maintained 
for some time by firetrate speculative buy- 
ing. though the markets at other domestic 
points, more especially for wheat, did not 
exhibit bull class as well as did St. Louis. 
Nor did the foreign markets hold out any 
really encouraging features. Reported hot 
winds in Kansas created something of a 
scare in corn, which reactively strength- 
ened wheat and oats, and the conditions 
of supply and demand in wheat at this 
point continued bullish enough to create 
a good demand for that grain’s futures. A 
let-up in the buying, followed by an at- 
tempt to realize by people who had gone 
long on the advance, just simply pulled the 
props out from under all grain and they 
fell heavily.

“TTS VICAR GENERAL 


Rt. Rev. Mgr. Muchlsiepen Was the 
Leader of the German-Speak- 
ing Catholios. 


Arrangements: for the funeral ef the 
Right Rev. Henry Muehisiepen, vicar- 
general of the archdiocese of St. Louis, 
who died late Tuesday, will be completed 
Wednesday afternoon at a meeting of 
the rectors of the Catholic parishes of 


St. Louis, in Kenrick Seminary. Jt is 
deemed certain that the rites will be 
celedrated Friday morning. 

At 6:30 Wednesday morning, a requiem 
high mass was celebrated in the private 
chapel of the Ursuline Convent, the body 
lying on a catafalque. Services will be 
repeated at the same place at 8 o'clock 
on Wednesday evening and 6:30 Thurs- 
day a and after the latter event 
the body wi t be removed to the Old Ca- 
thedra], Secend and Walnut streets, there 
to lie in state. Interment will be at Ar- 
cadia, Mo., to which place a special car 
will convey several of the Sst. Louls 
Catbolic en 6 

Mgr. Muehisiepen, who was ordained 
as a priest in 1857, was for the past 2 

ears the leader of the German-speak- 
ng Catholics of St. Louis. To him is 
due much of the great success of the 
Ursuline Convent. In recognition of his 
work he was in 1896 honored with the 
titles of papel monsignor and right rev- 
erend. 

He celebrated his silver jubilee as vic- 
ar-general in 1899, and at that time the 
Ursuline Sisters named him aa their 
greatest benefactor. He was made vicar 
general in 1868, and he was admitted to 
the pastorate of St. Mary’s Church in 
Carondelet, of which he had been chap- 
lain gince his ordination. He continued 
as pastor of this church until a few 

, o, when other duties demanded 
me. 

ny | Muehlsiepen, while attending the 
dedication of a cathedral at Dallas, Tex., 
in Ootober of last year, suffered a stroke 
of apoplexy, from the effects of which 
he never recovered. Chronic heart dis- 
ease com piioated his troubles. 

In addition to his work in connection 
with Ursuline Convent, Mer. Muehlsie- 
pen was largely instrumental with Bish- 
op Hennessy of Wichitux in the estab- 
lishment of Arcadia College at Arcadia, 
Mo. The establishment of the Ursuline 
Gay school was directly due to his ef- 
orts. 

Mgr. Muehlsiepen was born the 
province of Rhine, Germany, Sept. 4, 
1884, studied at Essen, and came to St. 
Louis in 1865. He completed his eccle- 
Siastical studies at the diocesan sem- 
inary in Carondelet.

MORE CASES, FEWER DEATHS 


Increase of Typhoid Sickness Over 
Last Year Is Explained as Due to 
Flood and Impure Water. 


Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 
nas made a report which shows a serious 
increase in typhoid fever cases and the 
fatalities attending them. Physicians 


generally credit the increase to the flood 
and to impure drinking water. 

The report for the first three weeks of 
Julv shows #8 cases of typhoid and 1! 
deaths. In the entire month of July last 

ear the number of cases was 83. with 

4 deaths, and in 2901 there were 49 
cases and 18 deaths. Mr. Francis re- 
ports that with the exception of typhoid 
ate éity is in a remarkably healthy con- 
dition.
